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CAMILLE SAINT SAENS. 


This study of Camille Saint Saéns as 
man, littératewr, and many-sided musician 
comes as epitaph on the brilliant career 
which has just ended. What a link with 
the past was this man of simplicity, 
affability, determination, and absolute in- 
dependence—not to mention his intel- 
lectual gifts! When Saint Saéns was a 
boy Mendelssohn, Chopin, and Schumann 
were alive; Meyerbeer at his zenith in 
opera, Berlioz hard at work to obtain a 
footing, Wagner and Verdi beginning 
their divergent careers, Gounod, winner 
of the Prix de Rome, a struggling 
organist ;- Dumas, Balzac, Victor Hugo, 
Georges Sand were in their prime; and 
Louis Philippe was ruling France. Saint 
Saéns was one of the protagonists of the 

reat renaissance of French music that 

gan in 1870, and has given so many 
brilliant composers to the world. In 1870 
Berlioz was dead, Auber had died through 
the Commune, Ambroise Thomas and 
Gounod had won success. In the renais- 
sance, in addition to Saint Saéns, those 
who came to the fore were César Franck, 
Reyer, Lalo, Bizet, Delibes, Massenet, 
Guiraud, Paladilhe, Widor, Fauré, 
Chabri nd later Vincent d' Indy, 
Alfred Bruneau, Debussy, Charpentier, 
and many present-day men whom it is too 
soon yet to place. 2 i 

Among these brilliant musicians Saint 
Saéns was unique; yet his versatility 
negatived, rather than brought him, the 
notoriety that men of lesser parts enjoy. 
He showed that it was possible to be 
learned without being pedantic, to be 
tuneful without becoming banal; to em- 
ploy all musical forms with ease and 
absolute mastery of resource; to remain 
clear and concise through all musical 
utterance, and to avoid exaggerations. His 
free use of many forms associated with 
famous com has caused the unthink- 
ing to suspect Saint Saéns of plagiarism ; 
but it is rather in the spirit and ability 
to use the form that he resembles the 
great masters. Gounod insists that com- 
posers must have music ancestors. We 
can trace many in the work of Saint 
Saéns, though his intimate knowledge of 
the great composers was a arantee 
against the imitation of any of them. , In

Mr. George Fletcher edite a short series 
which is meant to cover the four Provinces 
of Ireland.

EARTH GOING “ DRY.” | 


SCIENTIST AND END OF 
HUMAN RACE. 
A French geologist, writing in La Nature, 
suggests that the earth is drying up, and that 


the human race will die of thirst. After re- 
ferring to the theory that the Sahara was once 


But most of all it is the recent researches 
in the interior of the ground itself which have 
transformed from a hypothesis to a certainty 
the idea that the waters are gradually making 
their escape into the subsoil and that there 
is a substitution of a modern subterranean cir- 
culation for an ancient surface circulation.“ 

“ Martel ehumerates and describes a great 
many very curious examples of the disappear- 
ance of ‘springs, the deepening of subterranean 
rivers, the going dry of wells, etc., which make 
the future desiccation of our globe seen inevit- 
able. He says ‘humanity must prepare for 3 
fight with thirst.’ 

One of the most convincing of the arguments 
offered to this effect is the perforation of the 
bottom of the upper galleries in caverns where 
subterranean rivers have dried up in the course 
of ages through an actual drawing off of their 
waters into profounder depths. This has been 
noted particularly in many of the caves among 
the Pyrenees. In the Mammoth Cave of hen- 
tucky, the largest cavern in the world, the 
upper galleries are perforated repeatedly in this 
manner by great orifices through which their 
ancient waters have escaped. 

Even under our very eres we may see the 
capture of waters by the depths below. The 
valley of the Nesque now loses on the top cf 
Monieux its stream of water, which is taken 
captive by the famous fountain of Vaucluse, 
and it requires very violent storms to cause 
even a temporary to run in the bed of 
this superb ravine. 

There is a lively dispute as to whether this 

nas been actually manifested during 
— times. - . While a number of autbori- 
ties agree that there is evidence of the ' tangib'e 
visibility and rapidity of the phenomenon’ in 
modern times, others hold that there has been 
no perceptible diminution of the waters upon 
the earth’s surface during the period of histori- 
ca! record.” 

Still another controversy rages as to causes, 
says the Liferary 1 * Some geologists, 
including Martel and his school, ascribe it to 
the enlargement of fissures in the subsoil, to- 
ether with a decrease in the amount of rain. 

ill another school makes this last cause en- 
tirely responsible. Some writers think that ali 
the observed facts proceed only from regional 
changes in the di tion of rainfall, thus 
remain purely local; others still hold that thero 
is a progressive desiccation of the warth’s sur- 
face, but declare that it is due to leforesta- 
tion. Still another group believe that the 
phenomenon is due to the intensive cultivation 
of the soil.

It patriotism and common-sense had not 
intervened at the last moment, next 
Monday would have found Ireland in thé 
throes of a big railway stoppage. The 
companies had decided to enforce Mr. 
Carrigan's award on the ist Jánuafy ; - 
and ‘the men, undeterred by the lack of 
support from their union’s headquarters 
in London, had decided to resist. by means 
of a general strike. Yesterday, however, 
there were conferences in Dublin under 
the auspices of Dail Eireann, with the 
result that the danger, if it has not been 
averted, has been postponed. The Great 
Southetn and Western Company has con- 
sented to defer the enforcement of the 
Carrigan ‘award until the 15th January, 
and we may assume that most of the other 
companies will follow its example. The 
country will welcome this fortunate de- 
velopment. Apart from its calamitous 
effects on trade and industry, an immediate 
railway strike would have impaired the 
prospects of political settlement. It might 
have delayed the ratification of the Peace 
Treaty by preventing the return of many 
deputies to Dublin. It would have intro- 
duced new elements of confusion and unrest 
into a situation which already gives cause 
for anxiety. In the present inferregnum, 
when one Government virtually has ceased 
to function and its successor is still. 
unborn, the peace of Ireland depends upon 
the restraint and public spirit of her sons 
of all parties and creeds, Many persons 
are ready to break the law—and are break- 
ing it—for sordid purposes, Others who 
do not want peace know that their oppor- 
tunity of thwarting the peace-makers is 
nearing its end. A great railway strike, 
with its turmoil and incitements to dis- 
order, would have played into the hands 
of such people. It would have been a 
crime against Ireland. 

The interlude of seventeen days will be 
pregnant with significance. It will separate 
the old Ireland from the new. It will 
transform every aspect of every national 
problem, including the railway problem. 
Hitherto there have been three active 
parties to all matters concerning the Irish’ 
railways. The men have fought for their 
own hand, under the feeble direction—as 
often disregarded as obeyed—of a British 
trade union. The railway companies have 
fought for themselves and their share- 
holders. The British Government: has 
controlled the larger issues of Irish railway 
policy with little or no regard for Irish 
conditions—a fact which explains many 
features of the existing situation. Of this 
three-cornered contest the Irish people, 
though vitally concerned, have been help- 
less spectators. They have paid the piper, 
but have not been allowed to call the tune. 
| Every battle has been fought round ques- 
tions of wages and hours, and in recent 
years the people’s claims upon the national 
asset of their railways have been ignored. 
To-day we are on the eve of a great change. 
If the Peace Treaty is ratified next week— 
and the country insists that Dail Eireann 
shall ratify it—an Irish Provisional 
Government will come promptly into 
office. There is no reason why it should 
not be in office on or before the 15th 
of January. In that event the nation, 
through its Provisional Government, will 
have what it never had before—a power- 
ful voice in the settlement ei an Irish 
railway crisis. We assume that, whatever 
may happen in the interval, the Pre 
visional Government will not tolerate a 
general strike. It will demand a settle- 


interests of the companies and of their 
servants; but it will put in the fore- 
front—happy and momentous innova- 
tion!—the legitimate interests of the 
Irish people. 

We do not know how the present dispute 
will be settled ; but we do know the general 
principles which any Irish Government 
that understands its business and respects 
its mandate will impose on the administra 
tion of the Irish pailways. They must be 
run for the benefit of the country at large. 
They must become a pioneer of national 
progress rather than a drag upon it. They 
must furnish well-equipped highways for 
the nation’s traffic at economic rates. Any 
persons, whether railway directors or rail- 
way servants, who by lack of enterprise 
or through selfishness obstruct these re- 
forms must be held responsible to the 
tribunal of a public opinion which will be 
no longer powerless or apathetic. One 
thing is certain. In the near future the 
conditions of service on the Irish railways 
must be adjusted to the needs of a small 
and still undeveloped State. In this im- 
perfect world men cannot eat their cake 
and have it. Ireland cannot make a success 
of self-government unless all her sons are 
prepared to pay for the boon—if it is to 
be a boon—with the toil of their hands 
and brains and with some sacrifice of ease 
and leisure. The new Jveland will expect 
much from the railway companies and 
something also from their servants, * The 
national railway system must be recon- | 
stituted on a basis of ‘more work or of 
less wages: there is no other way. 


Dr. Rathenau in Paris.

Germany ha. an- 
nounced definitely that she cannot pay the 
reparation instalments which will fall due 
within the next two months. Of the 
500,000,000 gold marks which she will be 
required to deliver in January she asserts 
that she cannot raise more than 250,000,000 
without encroaching on her gold reserve ; 
and, in regard to the February instalment, 
she will be also in serious default. To 
avert bankruptcy Dr. Rathenau sought a 
moratorium in England, but ‘xiled to 
secure the aid of the great London banks.

If the latter should 
prove satisfactory and remain in her posi- 
tion for ‘six months; the mistress would re- 
imburse her; but if she. should leave 
before six months, she would forfeit this 
right. These demands seem to be very 
reasonable; every Irish housewife will 
applaud them. 


Coal and Butter. 


The official returns of the coal industry 
for the week ended December 17th proved 
that the miners have learned their lesson 
at last. Unfortunately, they have learned 
it too late. During tliat week the output 
of coal was 5,026,000 tons, compared with 
4,855,100 tons in the preceding week and 
5,307,000 in the corresponding week of 
December, 1920. The colliers now are 
working with a will, but they have de- 
stroyed their matkets and there is little 
demand for their coal. Prices are still too 
high to enable blast furnaces to resume 
their activities; ocean liners and vessels 
of all descriptions are burning oil instead 
of coal; and the domestic consumer has 
accustomed himself to doing without his 
pre-war fire. Nemesis has overtaken the 
coal-miners. They had a long run for 
their money, but now they are face to face 
with the harsh reality of economic retri- 
bution. They are not alone in their trial. 
‘The farmers, too, are being taught a 
lesson. For years they charged exorbitant 
prices for their butter. Now, our London 
Correspondent tells us, butter is a drug 
on the market and is being sold in Eng- 
land for 1s. 6d. a pound. The public 
has ‘discovered that it can do. without 
butter as well as without coal. We are 
sorry for the farmers, just as we are sorry 
for the miners; but, if people will defy 
economic law, they must be prepared to 
take the consequences. 


German Motor Cars. 


Germany is attacking British industry in 
many fields, but in none is she making a 
greater effort than in the motor trade. 
Helped by. the cheapness of the mark, 
she is exporting her moter cars to every 
country in the world; and, whereas in 
1915 her total exports in this category 
amounted only to 9,782. tons, in 1920 they 
reached 43,740 tons. Before the war Spain 
used to buy 189 tons of motor cars from 
Germany; now she buys 7,000 every year. 
Holland's share was 478 tons; now it is 
7,500. Even America-is importing motor 
cars from Germany, and Britain’s supply 
has increased from 673 tons in 1915 to 
3,519 tons last year. The only country 
which refuses to buy German cars to any 
great extent is France, but all the Scandi- 
navian countries are buying heavily, 
while Finland, Portugal, and the various 
colonies of the European Powers are flood- 
ng the German factories with orders. 
Furthermore, this boom is not a mere 
flash in the pan. Intensive propaganda 
isin p ss, and the British motor car is 
being elbowed quietly out of the world’s 
markets. Unfortunately, there is no 
apparent remedy for this deplorable condi- 
tion of affairs. So long as British labour 
costs remain at their present level, and 
while the mark bears such a fantastic 
ratio to sterling, Germany will be able to 
undersell her rivals in every branch of 
industry. i 


SEASHORE . LIFE. 


DENIZENS OF ROCK POOLS, 


The second of the series of lectures for 
juveniles erranged 75 the Royal Dublin Society 
was delivered yesterday in the Lecture Theatre 
Leinster House, Dublin, by Professor J. 
Bayley Butler, M.B.E., M. A. who spoke on the 
subject of Rock Pools and Seashore Life. 

o part of nature, said Professor Butler, is 
so rich in harvest and variety as that fringe 
of “No Man's Land” where land and water 
struggle eternally for supremacy. Waves dash 
against and eat away rocky cliffs, while rivers 

up wide bays with new earth. As we pass 
along an undulating sand dune the waxen grey 
leaves and flowers of the sea holly make an 
attractive contrast to the trumpet flowers of 
the convolvulus. Here and there we see the 
lo underground stems of the marram grass 
which bind together the loose sands of the 
dune. : a 

na * * * * 

When the grassy covering of the dune is 
broken, for imstance, by rabbit burrows, the 
wind often cuts into the sand and blows it 
away. Strong prevailing winds often cause 
whole dunes to move, grain by grain, so that 
they may travel considerable distances inland, 
overwhelming cultivated land, forests, or even 
houses. An interesting example was the mansion 
and gardens of Viscount dne. which were 
invaded by sand and submerged about 1784. and 
subsequently uncovered as a ruin. The razor- 
bill lives in a burrow in the sand, where it is 
much sought after by fishermen, who catch it 
with. a long barbed steel srear. It is a shy 
animal, and has to be looked for carefully, 
On no account must your shadow fall on it, 
ae. it would pop down at on-e into its burrow, 
its retreat ng marked by a fountain of 
water and sand. Ou the Fock, barnaciés and 
limpets occur plentifully. Limpets can wander 
freely in search of food, but the barnacles are 
fixed. They have a curious habit of life, since 
they stand on their héads ahd kick their food 
into their mouths by their wumerous feet. 
Anyone who has tried to open an oyster must 
wonder how a delicate creature like the flat fish 
cap accomplish this feat, but patience is the 
“open sesame,“ or rather oyster, in this case. 
The oyster can offer an immense resistance, but 
only for a time; whereas, though the efforts of 
the flat fish are slight in comparison, still, ag he 
can keep it up for an almost indefinite period, 
the victory is to him in the end.

So far the general policy of the Association 
has been to promote the well-being of all who 
have held His Majesty’s commission and their 
dependents, to relieve distress so far as funds 
permit, Le 22 possible, to make the 
recipient of relief independent by giving him 
or her a fresh start in Me. . 

The two big organisations of ex -Service men 
in Ireland, The Comrades of the Great War” 
and “The Federation of Diecharged and 
Demobilised Sailors and Soidiers,” have recently 
amalgamated under the title of “‘The Legion 
of Irish Ex-Service Men.“ When the Officers’

The extraordinary persistence of France 
in pressing her submarine claims can only 
be explained by a reference to the national 
temperament, which, in some respects, is 
singularly dogged. It has been almost 
forgotten in this country that France was 
the pioneer in submarine construction. 
The British Admiralty did not believe in 
the new weapon, and ior a long time guly 
built a few experimentals, and it was only 
when it was discovered how far France 
had gone ahead of us in this respect that, 
as the result of one of our periodical 
naval “scares,” we began to make up 
our leeway. 

It does not follow, even though no agree 
ment as to limitation is reached, that 
France will make much use of the liberty 
she claims. In 1914 there were move sub. 
marines in the French Navy than there 
were in the British; but very little use 
was made of them during the war, the 
reason being, so a high naval authority 
told me to-day, that they were badly con- 
structed, badly armed, and, above ali, 
badly manned. The fact is that, outside 
Brittany, France has a very small sea- 
going population to draw upon. I do not 
think, therefore, that, from a naval point 
of view, we need be seriously disturbed 
by France’s decision. 

Politically, of course, it is much fo be 
deplored ; for it has placed a further strain 
upon the Entente which was already show- 
ing signs of weakness. There is no doubt, 
unfortunately, that England has become 
increasingly unpopular in France, where, 
thanks to the misrepresentation of certain 
politicians and journalists, she is regarded 
as the obstructor of French claims to 
reparation. Unfortunately, a similar feel- 
ing is growing up in this country towards 
France. A political organiser, who has 
recently returned from a speaking tour in 
the Norih of England, was surprised to 
find how widely spread was the view that 
French bitterness towards Germany was 
the most potent cause of British unem- 
ployment, | 


IRELAND AND THE TREATY. 


The definite statement issued by the 
Prime Minister regarding the Irish Agree 
ment caused some surprise today, though 
it is generally agreed that the pronounce- 
ment is necessary, in view of the attitude 
taken up in Ireland by some extremists 
who suggest alteration of a material kind. 
The statement, except for this fact, would 
appear to be almost superfluous, since, thé 
Agreement has been accepted by the 
British Parliament, and, if altered by the 
Dail, would become another document 
altogether. Hopes here to-day, based on 
the information coming from Ireland, 
incline to the view that there will not be 
much more delay in the ratification once 
the Dail meets next week. From the infor- 
mation given in the Press, it seems that 
there is quite a land-slide in Southern 
Ireland in favour of agreement. 

On the other hand, there appears to be 
still a good deal of shooting and other 
breaches of the truce in other parts of 
the country besides Ulster. Several cases 
have come to my knowledge recently 
through the statements of persons recently 
returned from Ireland. Munster is, 
apparently, the worst province in this 
respect.

THE N. I. C. 


The writer of a Londoner's Diary in 
the Evening Standard to-day says that the 
Irish Office is now considering the position 
of the R. I. C. should the Dail ratify the 
Treaty. The Chief Secretary is anxious 
that the faithful services of these men to 
the Crown shall not be overlooked. 
Under the Treaty the Irish Free State 
agrees to pay them pension terms not less 
favourable than those given to them by 
last year’s Government of Ireland Act.

CANNES CONFERENCE. 


In the City there is a tendency to 
criticise the personnel of the British con- 
tingent for the Reparations Conference at 
Cannes, chiefly on the ground of the lack 
of trained financial experts. Sir I. 
Worthington-Evens is a solicitor by pro- 
fession, and, although he undoubtedly 
knows more about finance than most 
politicians, he can hardly be regarded as 
an authority on the very delicate quéstions 
involved. The same remark applies to the 
representatives of “big business,” who 
have been called in to assist. Experience 
in the conduct of a great manufactory or 
distributing organisation does not neces- 
sarily imply a trasp of the intricate 
problems of currency and exchange, which 
are more the province of the bankers and 
bill discounters.

The extraordinary persistence of France 
in pressing her submarine claims can only 
be explained by a reference to the national 
temperament, which, in some respects, is 
singularly dogged. It has been almost 
forgotten in this country that France ‘was 
the pioneer in submarine construction. 
The British Admiralty did not believe in 
the new weapon, and ior a long time only 
built a lew experimentals, and it was only 
when it was discovered how far France 
had gone ahead of us in this respect that, 
as the result of one of our periodical 
naval “scares,” we began to make up 
uul leeway. 
it does not follow, even though no agree- 
ment as to limitation is reached, that 
France will make much use of the liberty 
she claims. In 1914 there were more sub- 
marines in the French Navy than there 
were in the british; but very little use 
was made of them during the war, the 
reason being, so a high naval authority 
told me to-day, that they were badly con- 
structed, badiy armed, and, above all, 
badly manned. The fact is that, outside 
Brittany, France has a very small sea- 
going population to draw upon, I do not 
think, therefore, that, from a naval point 
of view, we need be seriously disturbed 
by France's decision. 
Politically, of course, it is much to be 
deplored ; for it has placed a further strain 
upon the Entente which was already show- 
ing signs of weakness. There is no doubt,

LESSON IN BANKING. 


FATE OF GREAT ITALIAN 
BANK, 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, says: 
Yesterday the Banca Italiana di “áit — 
its doors. The event would have been a serious 
misfortune at any time, as this institution is 
one of the three principal commercial banks in 
Italy; but its gravity is, naturally, much 
oe ae ae the present unsettled condition of 
the financial and economic world. It has not 
caused any surprise in well-informed quarters, 
as it has heen known there for some months 
past that the bank was in difficulties, These 
are unders to have arisen from the very 
large credits which it had given to the great 
Ansaldo engineering firm. 

There is no doubt but that great exertions 
will be made to reduce the unfortunate results 
of the incidént to the narrowest limits. It is 
a very usual practice with Continental banking 
houses to adopt the course which has brought 
misfortune upon the Batca di Sconto. 4 They 
are in the habit of allying themselves closely 
with industrial concerns, such as the Ansaldo 
Company. This compels them to lock up a 
large part of. their capita: in the particular 
businesses with which they connect themselves. 

Complaints have often been made, and since 
the Armistice they have occasionally been mad 
very loudly, that our bankers do not adopt this 
system. The fate of the Banca Italiana di 
Sconto, and the cause which has brought it 
about, is a striking object lesson in the wisdom 
of that caution in regard to industrial credits 
for which British bankers have been so severely 
rated by critics, not all of whom, perhaps, have 
been altogether unprejudiced. 

Their ways have been condemned as anti- 
quated, and they have been bidden to follow 
the enterprising methods of their fellows on 
the Continent. The present incident shows the 
soundness of these old-fashioned ways. British 
depositors will take comfort that our bankers 
stand upon them.

IN FAVOUR OF THE TREATY,

While the understanding arrived at when Dail 
Eireann adj is being honourably ob- 
served, and the leaders are refraining from 
public pronouncements, which might tend to 
accentuate the differences that have arisen, 
nevertheless the voice of the people is telling 
overwhelmingly in favour of ratification. Some 
of those who are intimately in touch with the 
leaders of the Sinn Fein movement still adhere 
to the opinion that the more pronounced Repub- 
licans will either vote against the peace terms 
or abstain from voting; but they assert that 
there is no question now as to the fate of the 
Treaty being in doubt. 

According to Sinn Fein opinion in Dublin yes- 
terday, the Treaty will be ratified by a small 
majority—some say half a docen votes. There 
are others who take a more optimistic view of 
the situation, and who predict a much more 
substantial majority for ratification, basing 
their conclusion on the assumption that many 
of the waverers have been turned by the prac- 
tically unanimous demand of the country, and 
by the umequivocal declaration of the British 
Prime Minister, that “ the Eritish Government 
have gone to their utmost limit in the Treaty, 
and to re-open the discussion, which was closed 
only efter the most exhaustive consideration of 
every point, would be a fruitless procecding, and 
is impossible.”

ITALIAN DISCOUNT COMPANY CLOSES 
ITS DOORS. 


A New York telegram of Thursday’s date 
states that the Italian Discount and Trust 
Company here, which has deposits amounting 
te 13,000,000 dollars and is a correspondent of 
the Banca Italiana di Sconto, of Rome, closed 
its doors to-day following a run... 


A GREAT BANK. 
The Banca Italiana di Sconto is the senond 
largest of the five principal lialian banks, the 
paid up capital being 315,000,000 lire. The bank 
owes its origin to an amalgamation effécted in 
1915 between the Societa Bancaria Italiana 
and the Societa Italiana di Credito Provinciale. 
The new institution displayed from the outset 
considerable vitality, and partly through mter- 
nal growth, partly through purchasing whole 
or part interests in other banks and establishing 
subsidiaries, its growth has been very rapid. 
The central management is located at Rome, 
and in addition to numerous branches through- 
out Italy, there are offices in Barcelona, Con- 
stantinople, Marseilles, Paris, Santos, Sao 
Paulo, Rio de Janeiro, and Tunis. An au- 
tonomous subsidiary, the Italian Discount and 
Trust Company, operates in New York. 

Like many other banks in Italy, the Banca 
Italiana di Sconto is directly interested in 
undertakings of an industrial character. During 
1920, for examplo, it took over, in conjunction 
with the Terni Steel Company, the Quarnaro 
Naval Yards in the Adriatic, and participated 
m an increase in capita! effected by the Navi- 
gazione Libera Triestina, as well as in various 
‘coal and sulphur mines and in companies con- 
cerned with gas making, textile manufacture 
and the development of hydro-lectric power. 
The exploitation of Italian Somaliland has also 
engaged the bank's attention. 

SOME FIGURES. 

The accounts for the year 1920 reveal an 
advance in cash from 4L.232,217,556 to 
L.477,549,993. Portfolio and Treasury Bonds 
rose by L. 421,290,148 to I. 2, 455.602, 808, while 
the contango account, at L. 361,92, 722, showed 
an advance of 120 million lire. The balances 
due to my Bonn and sundry creditors rose 
by nearly 1, million lire to L.3,648,397,687 
against which may be set an increase by 400 
million lire to L.1,779,412,697 in sums due from 
other banks and correspondents. Currency in- 
flation is to some extent responsible for the 
expansion shown in these figures.

NO MEETING AT PRESENT. 


A circular with the report states that owing 
to the fact that confidential discussions are now 
proceeding with the Secretary of State, which 
concern the whole future of Rhodesia and of 
the company, the directors do not think it 
advisable to hold a general meeting at present. 

The report and accounts for the year ended 
3ist March, 1920, have now been issued. The 
Board say that the receipt of the report of the 
Cave Commission necessitates considerable 
alterations in the balance sheet, which, for the 
year ended 3ist March, 1920, now appears in 
a new form. On the debit side the item of 
creditor balances is reduced from £339,795, the 
1918 figure, to £242,192. The figures represent- 
ing amounts owed by the Southern Rhodesia 
Administration have been eliminated, and have 
been deducted from the amounts cwed to that 
Administration in arriving at the figures shown 
in the credit side of the balance sheet under 
the heading ‘‘ Southern Rhodesia, Administra- 
tive and Land Account, item—* Debtor 
balances, less creditor balances,’’ £126,357. In 
place of the item Sales of Land and Stands, 
which stood in the 1918 balance sheet at 
£799,020, and included the proceeds of sale 
of Southern Rhodesia land and stands, there 
now appears the item, “ Sales of Land and 
Stands in Northern Rhodesia and the Bechuana- 
land Protectorate,” £96,695. That is to say, 
that the proceeds of sale of Southern Rhodesia 
land and stands have been taken out. They 
now appear in the item, Net receipts from 
land to 3lst March, 1918.” £1,135,982 on the 
credit side of the balance sheet under the 
heading. Southern Rhodesia—Administrative 
and Land Acconnt, have been applied in ac- 
cordance with the report of the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council, to the re-imburse- 
ment pro tante of the company’s advances for 
the administration of Soutbern Rhodesia.
